I *8W- e tHaV " yaw «*f«o that with th» 
diversity of opmious, various sectional 
animosities and tld-. f ogyi»m, that 
there was little hope of getting them 
by county enterprise and that indiv- 
vidual coip tratiem had tomakethem 
Under individual proprietorship some 
30 milts of g( oj pikes have been built 
iu the county, anfl gates put up. Both 
are excellent 

When we adiocaled a general tax 
'o build these roads and to let the 
burden fall on all alike, the multi- 
plied numbers or car uic croakers came 
to the front. Their BODg was —"Let 
'hose who wau< roads pay for ibem " 
An expression very much used with 
this class was: 'We are opposed to a 
tax, but let every man do as I wil 1 , 
put his hand in his pocket and give 
so much " Well, we have built somo 
pikes, and I have never h ard of one 
Of these objectors giving one cent, or 
taking one dolltr of stock. 

Now that the gates are up these 
same gentry are c.-.lling the turnpike 
vampire?, and go around the gates 
when they can. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I am going to join 
the geueral public aud cry. ' free 
roads," and I believe that for onct I 
am on the popular fid ». Everyone 
admits that the old State and county 
laws are obsolete, u-elesa and inopera- 
tive, a dead letter, no one works and 
no one cares 

In Kentucky those who do work, 
and about the only oues of tins class 
arc generally those wl 
have no homss, uo teams, and no pr 
duce to haul, and of course they ha 
no interest at stake and only go ou 
the road to escape a fine, and to kill 
time; that's all. I don't blame them 
I have never made a negro go on 
my road to work aud lose bis time. 

I hove looked into the county rec 
ord°, and I find in going back tva 
years, up to 1890, that the appropiia- 
tions for mode, bridging, working 
teams, plowp, wagonr, Sen , ranged 
from nine thousand to twelve thous- 
and dollars per annum, and for 1890 
fifteen thousand. I understand that 
Uih coming year will take seventeen 
thousaud dollars'. Great Caefarl Like 
the pension roll— when will it s'oj? 
Shall it go on forever. Corporate 
,aved five of the most 
important roads from beit:g au expense 
to thu county, aud thev ar»< the main 
roads, along which two thirds of the 
county produce is raised. 

Tte road taxations cr appropria- 
tions have increased in a large ratio, 



tion to it aod keep them up at •- 

small cost. 

We have the most lasting rock I 
ever e.aw. If ta^en in time they 
would never be out of order. Again, 
if cot built by our county criminele 
partly, they c, n easily be kept in re- 
piir by tbera. The county has to> 
feed them and they can work out 
floen as they do for the city. 

I' has b en d-monttrated that two 
guards em wit -h and work from 1& 
to 20 nam*, and their pay need bo th*> 
only cost. 

I see that the counties of Warren 
Shelby aid Fayette, have already 
commenced under the new laws, buy- 
ig out the private companies and 
pening the gate«. 

Shelby county ha* 150 miles, Fay- 
e'.te has 200 mil??, and most of these 
roads cost before the war, from $3,000 
t) 81,000 par mile. Tae fiscal courts 
of their counties are buying them 
and issuing the bends right. Clarks- 
ville is agitating the question of free- 
pikes aad free bridges, and will have 
them. They held the advantage- 
over your city for years because 
they had pikes and we bad none. 
Now, if Clarissville makes them free 
she will have the advantage again. 

I earnestly ask our county court a* 
its next session to lcok into the mat- 
Look at it in a purely business 
way and as a matter of real econ< my. 
A groat saving of money and contin- 
ual worry; as due your county and 
tbo interest of your towa. 

Look into the law on the sub- 
ject and Eee what the ether counties 
ere doing. 

The paople of the county are unan- 
imously for it. Have canvassed the 
county myself for sometime aud have 
tever found a thinking man who was 
not for it, und as a matter of economy 
the city is sol idly for it, and really 
would never have advocated and 
helped the Turnpike companies if 
they had n^t believed it was the only 
way to get eventually Iree roads. 
There is no douot that toll gates and 
bridges are barriers to the trade of 
any towr, and really help to bnild 
up some competing place BOt having: 
them. 

With the appropriations of bonds 
p rmitted the roads a raady bnill can 
be bought in about 4 year?. They 
are all paying gjod dividends, but I 
they can be bought and I think 
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tbe tax payers alou r theso pikes 
pay to the com paui^ I gate fees, a 
the sbeiiff taxes fcr fixing over 
roads What this county pays 
annually for what all admit to be of 
no purpose, will piy the interest on 
the bonds to pike all the most import- 
ant roads in the county and Mill be 
lees than they pay now. 

I understand that the new Constitu- 
tion allows any County Court to iesue 
bonds to the amount of thirty thous- 
aud dollars per annum to build or ac- 
quire turnpike road-i. 

We have 30 miles of gcod turnpike 
already made and operated, which 
can ba bought up, and gates thrown 
open; 50 milee more making 75 to 80 
miles In ail, wou'd cost say $176,000

bonds at the rate of $30,000;

terest; or when the 80 miles are fin 
ish»d ai;d p&.d for, we would be pay- 
ing, interest in all Bay 110,500.00 
nuoh less than they are now piyn; 
jut ou «Air mud roads. Just think of 
t ; we could save enough each year as 
i sinking fund to eoou pay off the in 
iebtadueas. 

My experience b that li cr 2% will 
ke«»p good turnpikes in good repair,

aud keep up a thorough system of re 
pairs doue under contract and accord- 
ing to a pacification-.
